FREE 
WHEELING 


There is a hand-lettered sign in 
the window at the Rock Store. It 
says, in effect, the California High- 
way Patrol would like to meet 
with bikers one Sunday to discuss 
the traffic problem on Mulholland 
Highway. The problem is simple 
enough to state. Forty bikers got 
snuffed or badly bent on the 
now-famous stretch of road last year. 
Some statistician buried deep in the 
bowels of the government aparrat 
noticed this, and an order went out to 
the CHP’s West Valley Area Office: “As 
of November 1, you will have 
jurisdiction in this area. Stop this 
carnage!” 

At least, that was the gist of what the 
troopers got across in the meeting, with 
their best PR smiles, in their best 
tough-but-oh-so-gentle demeanor. 
Unfortunately, "the problem” was 
conspicuous by its absence. With a few 
straggling exceptions, the racers are off 
racing. 

Mostly chopper folk and touring 
riders, few in number, stand and rap 
with the troopers. Scudding clouds and 
blustery damp wind having taken its toll 
of the fair weather crowd. 

The people drift back into the road 
rider’s age-old lament, “When enough of 
us come to a place they run us out.” 
And the questions tumble over and 
over. They? Who is they? In the natural 
pecking order of things, who do we get 
to push aside — or are we at the bottom 
of it all? 

A crowd of chopper folk, craws full 
‘of beer and cop show, roars away in 
deafening. straight-pipe defiance. The 
old sergeant with the silver-tipped red 
fox hair (who says after 13 years of 
riding a police bike, he still loves 
motorcycling) winces, and allows in an 
aside to close listeners that after 
November first, the Vehicle Code on 
exhaust systems will be enforced. 

I blurt out, “Seems to me, one man's 
noise is another’s symphony.” From 
somewhere behind his dark glasses the 
sergeant eyes me for the first time. 

"What about those people in the 
trailer court over there?” he asks. “What 
about the others who live along this 
road? After all, they moved way out 
here to get away to peace and quiet. 
They have a right to live here 
undisturbed by noise." 

“OK, they've got a place of their 
own.” I say. “Where do we go? Where's 
our place?” 

His answer is reflex. “You’ve got all 
the room in the world out there around 
Barstow. Go there.” End of dialogue. 
Why bother to tell him what he must 
already know — that the Federal cop 
shop is muscling us off that land, too? 

It’s not encouraging. The tough old 
trooper with the blue scarf says, “We 
want you to discipline yourselves. If 
you can't stop what's happening up 
here, than it's up to us. We'l use 
motorcycles, aircraft, helicopters, 
whatever it takes." 

Whatever it takes? How many men? 
How much equipment? At what point 
would it be too expensive for them to 
shut the racers down? Are there enough 
people using the area to make it too 
expensive? The racers who could 
possibly answer that question are 
somewhere else, racing. Maybe that is 
their answer. Only time will tell if it is 
answer enough. 

Postlogue 

I’m tired of games. The racers who 
are at the heart of the matter should 
have been there making a few 
counter-proposals of their own. There is 
a place for us, and it’s not just a dead 
flat speed-bowl where you need a 
mega-bucks factory ride to be 
competitive. 

Is it too much to believe we could

STEVE BAST 


reigns again

COSTA MESA. CAL., NOV. 8 





After a one-week rain delay, the 
1974 U.S. Speedway Champion- 


ship slid around 


the Costa Mesa 


oval. The fine Orange County 


track was filled to near-over 
flowing as 10,240 screaming, 
drinking fans piled into the grand- 
stands. 

The top 16 Speedway racers in the 
nation were on hand for the biggest 
night in the sport. Unlike other 
motorsports where the championship is 
determined by year-long performance, 
Speedway holds on to the old traditions 
and determines the top rider in one 
night of hard-fought competition. 

The annual event has featured three 
different champions in the past six 
years: Rick Woods twice, Steve Bast 
once and Mike Bast, the defending 
champion, has held the title twice. All 
three had earned the right to compete in 
the seventh running by winning points 
in four qualifying rounds that 
determined who the top 16 in the 
runoffs would be. 

All Speedway Championships 
programs are run.in the same manner, 
16 riders in 20, four-man events. Every 
rider competes in five events so that 
each rider races every other racer at 
least once. A win is worth three points, 
second place earns two points, third gets 
one point and fourth gets a goose egg. 

Current champ Mike Bast had to be 
the favorite going in; of the 100 race 
meets of the season, Mike had garnered 
42 scratch main events — 30 more than 
the second place man Bill Cody with 12. 
Steve Bast followed with 11. Sonny 
Nutter was also a good choice, based on 
his total of. 30 points earned in the 
qualifying rounds, giving him the top 
spot in the finals. In fact there wasn’t 
one rider in the finals undeserving of 
glowing reviews. 

Jeff Sexton came back this year after 
breaking his back in one crash, his wrist 
and shoulder in another. He was named 
by the Los Angeles Times as the rider to 
watch for great things in the future. 
Steve Bast had already regained his 
California Speedway title and the 
Ventura Track championship, but had 
suffered through the season with bad 
racing luck. 
` Rick Woods started late m the 
season, taking some time to get back on 
form; but by the end of the season he 
had several wins to his credit. Also, 
Woods knows his way around the Costa 
Mesa oval, having. won the 





championship there three times. Dan 
Becker, nicknamed “‘Berserko,” can do 





no wrong in the eyes of the fans but was 
more than once fined for dangerous 
riding during the season. He came into 
the event with several wins. The credits 
are impressive, but the racing tells the 
story. 

It may be an unlucky number for 
some, but for Steve Bast 13 was the 
number of points that won the U.S. 
Speedway Championship for the second 
time. Steve won four of his five events, 
but it was his fourth race with Dan 
Becker, Dubb Ferrell and Larry Moon 
that almost lost it for him; he came in 
third for just one point. 

One point off the pace was the 
phenomenal Jeff Sexton who was in a 
three-way tie with the Bast Brothers 
going into the last round. Sexton’s last 
ride pitted him against Steve Bast, Ed 
Williams and Steve Nutter. Bast jumped 
in front and Sexton tried everything he 
could to get around, but Bast’s race 
savvy showed as he held off the charging 
blonde racer. 

That left Mike Bast with a shot at a 
first place tie with his brother — if he 
won his final race. But it was not to be, 
as Mike lost it and did a full 360-degree 
spin, finishing fourth with no points and 
ending with a total of 10. At the end of 
the evening of fine racing it was Steve 
Bast with 13, Jeff Sexton with 12 and 
Mike Bast with 10 points. 

What about Rick Woods? He ended 
up in a five-way tie with Larry Shaw, 
Sonny Nutter, Bill Cody and Dubb 
Ferrell all with nine points each. Larry 
Moon and Steve Nutter tied with eight 
points. Dan Becker and Mike Konle 
each won six points. Dark horse Scott 
Sivadge ended up with five points. 

Mike Curoso suffered some rotten 
luck, ending up with only four points 
after a first event crash threw him off 
for the night. Bill Gray ended up in 
15th spot with only two points and Ed 
Williams with one lonely point finished 
16th. 

A sidelight to the Championship 
Speedway show was the mini speedway 
finals. LanceKing took home the honors 
here. °

— Life wit 
J Wottagas!

A sidecar has to be the strangest 
contraption on the road. Con- 
sisting of half a sports car hooked 
standard motorcycle, 


to a 


“hack” is a bastard offspring of 
two legitimate vehicles that has a 
personality all its own. Like most 
—er— illegitimate offspring, you're 
either going to love it or hate it right 
away. 

Most people who try driving a sidecar 
end up shying away in marginal horror, 
largely because they seldom are blessed 
with an adequate instructor. As luck 
would have it, I managed to con Doug 
Bingham into teaching me the arcane art 
of hacking it so I could do a test 
impression on one of his Sidestrider II 
outfits. Knowing what a hack can do for 
itself in capable hands in half the battle 


of overcoming the initial strangeness. 

In Doug’s hands, the Yamaha 
500/Sidestrider outfit is capable of 
full-lock 80 MPH slides to either right or 
left, provided there’s a 200 pound 
turkey in the chair who won’t jump out 
in sheer terror. 

The tyro has to start somewhere, and 
in my case that meant a parking lot near 
Doug’s shop with a slalom course 
marked by piles of tires. That first ride, 
chair empty, was downright spooky. 
Like, I knew it wouldn’t lean to turn 
anymore, but I'd never figured for the 
amount of off-center pull that there is 
under acceleration and braking. Progress 
was a series 


a 





of wobbles, as I- 


experimented with the response to 
rolling on and off the throttle. Because 
the unit’s mass is offset from the line of 
the motorcycle’s wheels, the unit will 
pull toward the chair (right) under 
throttle and away from the chair (left) 
under braking. Easy to state on paper, 
but you can't really believe it until you 
feel it. 

It's so strange that at first you're 
scared to try turning a corner. 
Especially if you're a longtime solo 
rider, used to a machine that turns when 
you just think about it. Turning a hack 
takes muscle. You learn to ride in a 
relaxed half-slouch with your weight on 
the bars, so that turning becomes a 
matter of differential weight shifts from 
one arm to the other. This prevents 
fatiguing yourself by hanging on the 
bars with a death-grip. Another thing 
this helps you live with is steering 
shimmy. All hacks with standard 
motorcycle steering geometry have 
inherent steering wobble which you 
learn to subconsciously damp out as 
you get used to it. You can also 
intentionally provoke it and scare hell 
out of yourself. Steering dampers help, 








h a sidehack: 


usually the bigger the better. Old hands 
often use a VW damper. 

Left turns are no problem (standard 
American practice is to put the chair on 
the right). Ah, but those right turns — 
with the chair empty. If you’re going 
too fast, the chair will lift. If you roll 
off the throttle to get it down, the unit 
promptly turns left. Instant panic! 

The solution, as Doug coaches me, is 
strict self-discipline, combined with a 
little physics. In right turns, the engine 
must always be pulling. To control 
speed and generate a downforce, you 
use the front brake. Use it hard enough, 
and you can make the unit pivot around 
its own front wheel. Neat. 

Time to try our new-found skill in 
traffic. I let two basic rules be my 
guide: 1) don’t do anything sudden and 
2) keep looking at Doug in the chair to 
see if he looks nervous. Once I climb a 
curb with the sidecar wheel from 
forgetting that mass on my right side 
(remember MX Cat of several months 
back?), but otherwise the trip through 
the thundering rush-hour herd and out 
into the country passes with gathering 
confidence. Gradually my muscles 
loosen up, and I find I can look to right 


or left to enjoy the scenery without 
losimg the plot. The sensation begins 
creeping up on me — “Hey, I’m having 
fun!" 

I find I can quit fighting it and make 
that differential thrust work for me — 
the right amount of throttle in right 
turns will almost make the outfit 
neutral steering, and a dab of rear brake 
sets it up perfectly for left-handers. 
Each little "trick" makes the fun of it 
grow, and the fear diminish in 
proportion. 

With the afternoon. of instruction 
soon gone, Doug OK’s me to “solo” the 
thing home, with a strong reminder to 
watch it on cloverleaf off-ramps. Hi ho. 

Having learned the basics, it’s time to 
test — by loading up the wife, the kid, 
and more life support gear than I'd ever 
dared strap onto a solo, then off to see 
the world that has largely been denied 
us by high gas prices and a thirsty van. 

Any hack has a Jekyll/Hyde 
personality, depending on whether or 
not the chair is empty. With a load, the 
chair stays down in right-handers and 
the unit can be hooked through with 
the throttle to the stops, sometimes 
sliding, sometimes not. However, this 
blade cuts two ways, for with a load in 
the chair, off-center pull is more 
obvious. So cornering is easier, but 
coping with straight-line acceleration 
and braking becomes harder. 

The Sidestrider II is basically a 
lightweight, stylish sports unit, so it 
makes more than a few compromises in 
creature comforts. There’s room inside 
for an adult and a lap kid, but it’s snug, 
and Mama’s knees really began to 
protest toward day’s end. The little 
Messerschmidt windscreen does next to 
nothing to cope with windblast, in fact 
the whole shape of the unit, while clean 
and stylish, does little to deflect either 
wind or rain from an erect-sitting 
passenger. 

The seat pulls up to reveal a small 
luggage boot in the tail, and the floor is 
carpeted (though the carpet tends to 
slide about underfoot). To really live 
comfortably with the unit, you'd want 
to build in a passenger footrest, as 
Mama's ankles get tired after bracing to 
Wild Man's braking and cornering 
practices. 

The third wheel suspension is harsh 
with a purpose, since the unit has been 
set up more for a sporting than a 
cushy-comfortable ride. Pilots dig it, 
passengers may not — especially with 
the resounding thumps it gives out over 
potholed pavement. 

The Yamaha TX500 did the duty of 
pulling the rig, though not always 
cheerfully. The DOHC eight-valve twin 
likes to sing, rather than lug, so you

really had to keep the engine revving to 
get smooth, consistent performance. 
The Japanese rear shocks are no less a 
bugaboo to hackers than everyone else, 
since they allow the rear wheel to hop 
and chatter bádly under hard braking. 
The cobbier the surface, of course, the 
more noticeable the problem. Braking 
was superb up to the point of rear wheel 
hop. Once the off-center thrust is 
mastered with the bars, panic stops are 
no sweat. Since the front brake gets a 
lot of extra usage on a hack, the 
Yamaha’s disc rated A-plus. 

Aside from. the usual cold and 
misery, piloting a hack in the wet is a 
delight compared to two-wheeling it — 
if for no other reason than you no 
longer have to fear falling off. You can 
panic-stop on wet, cobby surfaces, slide 


with impunity, leave the road with no 
loss of stability as you hit the 
dirt/gravel/whatever. Now if you could 
just stay dry. 


Doug had a couple of tips to pass on 
later about setting up a motorcycle 
strictly for hacking. First, the kind of 
hard cornering we were doing will 
eventually turn stock rear wheels to 
wobbly mush as the spokes loosen up. 
Hard-core hackers go to eight-gauge 
spokes right away. Since rear tires will 
always wear straight up, Harley 5.00 x 16 
rims and tires are often used. 


If you're going to pull a hack 
permanently, front end geometry can be 
changed, a!so. By pushing the front 
wheel out and reducing trail, you reduce 
the heaviness of the steering. Racing 





chairs run with almost zero trail, and 
steer on impulse. 


If the four-strut attachment 
hardware looks redundant, it's with a 
purpose. We had one slip joint loosen up 
on us without sudden disaster — just a 
vague "something wrong" sensation that 
became frightfully obvious with a glance 
downward. 


Taking all impressions together — 
wife, kid, pilot — the Sidestrider II was 
very much the “sports car;” kinky, 
stylish, slightly uncomfortable, but 
most of all, fun. There’s even a neat 
tonneau cover that snaps over the 
cockpit. The hardcore touring family 
will opt for a heavier unit with more 
comfort options, but for the sporting 
blood, it’s just right. °

Irwindale, Cal., Nov. 8 

Steve Evans, general manager of 
Irwindale Raceway, shook his 
head in amazement. “I didn’t ex- 
pect this many people. I even 
expected to lose money! A good 
program for those who’ve been 
here all season, that’s all I wanted 
to do.” 


Only one rider, Rex Staten, was here 
off the Trans-AMA circuit, which was 
one more than Evans had expected. But 
from Oregon came the Sun family. 
Those of you at Evel’s Snake River MX 
remember Chuck Sun’s outstanding 
performance in his first pro ride. 





But the Irwindale hotshoes — the 
regulars — had things well in command 
from the outset as Tim Lunde, Staten 
and Luke Messer rode home with 
stuffed vans filled with all kinds of 
goodies and $300 in cash each. Even 
Dave Pessy, who didn’t win at all, 
gobbled up more than $300 in cash and 
prizes. It was the second richest purse in 
night motocross history on the West 
Coast and Irwindale’s biggest crowd. 


Messer started the night’s pro final 
card with the 500cc victory, only after 
crowd favorite Joe Johnston dumped it 
in turn one on lap three. During 
introductions, when each rider in the 
final took a lap sans helmet, Joe did a 
beautiful profile off the Bert’s Jump, 
like he had so often during the season. 
Then with the drop of the gate, he

scurried to the lead and was quickly 
pulling away. 

Entering the scene was Messer, the 
odds-on favorite to win. But Johnston 
seemed possessed, slinging his Maico 
every which-way. Then, it 
happened ... He slung it too long and 
the front wheel washed out. 

That’s all that Messer needed and he 
stuck to the lead to the end. Johnston 
got back up and spent the rest of the 
race moving to third and getting the 
crowd excited. Dave Pessy was barreling 
in on Messer, or trying to, but he didn’t 
have quite enough steam. 

Pessy again found himsef in the 
runnerup’ spot in the 250cc showdown. 
And it was another late stage bid that 
left him still wanting behind Staten, 
who was to fly out to Texas the next 
morning. He got the hole shot and never 
looked back until about the sixth lap 
when Pessy was closing. And that was 
the last time, too. He put his head down 
and dialed it on to the finish. John 
DeSoto (Oss) narrowly nipped Ron Self 
(Mon) and Bruce McDougal (Hon) in 
the race for third. 

It was decided earlier in the week to 
run the program backwards — that is, 
start with the 500s — so that the 
typically tight 125cc Pro lineup would 
finish the evening’s affairs. The logic 
worked and the 125 was the premiere 
race which ended with Tim Lunde and 
Mark Tyer, each on a Flying Machine 
Factory Honda up against McDougal on 
his American Honda team entry. 

The victory margin was 10 yards at 
the end of the eight laps and Lunde held 
the point. McDougal had dashed into 
second and split up the FMF showing. 

While Lunde got his trophy and 
awards at the finish line, the 
grandstands emptied out into the drag 
strip where Ken Mackow was getting 
ready for his near-midnight leap over an 
imaginary 21 cars. He only went 132 
feet, shy of the posted Guiness Book of 
World Records by about a bike length. 





Staten made two trips from the 
contingency trailer to his van arms 
loaded with all kinds of goodies. Lunde 
was given yet another trophy, one that 
was left over and he went running off 
into the darkness saying, “Wow! I got 
another trophy! Wow!" ө

It was another fine day for Tim 
Lunde (FMF-Hon) and it topped off a 
fine weekend for the blonde-haired 
Expert as he defeated Tommy Croft on 
the Franks after a hairy first moto. 

Jeff Vidic (Mai), whose entries have 
been returned for the: Trans-AMA 
because he didn't qualitv (he won Bay 
Mare and was third at the GP), got a bit 
of happiness in an otherwise terrible 
week by emerging as the 250cc Pro 
winner. Rich Grafton (Yam) stole a bit 
of the spotlight, winning the second 
moto. Earlier he had broken on the first 
lap. Ray Topham (Mai) held down 
second overall with two thirds, one 
point better than Jim Cooke’s .2-5 
showing on the Kawasaki for third. 


Billy Clements (Hus) rode full bore 
from start to finish in each 500cc Pro 
moto and produced sizeable victories in 
each. It could have been much closer for 
second, but on the grid for the finale, 
Rob Norgaard (CZ) and Bob Zingg 
(Mai) banged together with Zingg’s foot 
getting stuck in Norgaard’s swingarm. 
They had placed two-three in round 
one. Luke Messer (Mai) had broken 
down. Jim Wilson (CZ) was to break 
down, too. In fact, only six bikes (about 
a third of the original field) were to 
finish the race. 


The resulting tie for second involved 
three riders with 10 points each. Ron 
Blanton (Bul) got the nod with his final 
round second, Dan Steele (Yam) had a 
fourth for third, and Chris Allen e 
registered a fifth for fourth.

AMA sets 1975 
Amateur MX 
Championship 


AMA Amateur Activities Manager 
Jim Nidiffer announced the for- 
mat for the U.S. Amateur Moto- 
cross Championship program. 
Three Regional Qualifying Series 
will be held to determine the 
(National Championship field in 
three classes — 125cc, 250cc and 
Open. 

Participation is limited to amateur 
riders holding valid competition 
memberships to the AMA. No 
professional motocross racers — Expert 
or Novice will be elgible. 

Riders advancing to the Regional 
Qualifying Series will be determined one 
of two ways. In officially recognized 
AMA Districts, the District Organization 
will establish a selection procedure. In 
unrecognized districts, the current AMA 
amateur points system will be used. 
Points earned during the first six 
months of 1975 will determine a rider’s 
eligibility in such unrecognized districts. 

Atlantic Region — 156 riders will 
advance to the Atlantic Region 
Qualifying Series. This will be four 
riders in each class from each of the 13 
Districts in the Region. 

Central Region — 150 riders will 
advance to the Central Region 
Qualifying Series. This will be five riders 
in each class from each of the 10 
Districts in the Region. 

Pacific Region — 156 riders will 
advance to the Pacific Region 
Qualifying Series, again including four 
riders in each class from each of the 13 
Districts in the Region. 

The top 15 riders in each class from 
each regional series will advance to the 
National Championship event. Thus the 
National Championship event will have 
45 entries per class. 

Sites of both the National 
Championship and regional 
championship events are open and bids 
are being accepted by the AMA. 
Requests should be forwarded to 
Nidiffer. The Regional events will be 
scheduled during the period from late 
July through early September, with the 
National Championship meet to be held 


. in November. 


Riders hoping to qualify for the 
Regional and National events should 
note that in unrecognized districts only 
point-paying events (those which are 
sanctioned at the fall amateur sanction 
meetings) will count toward 
determining a rider's cligilibity.

As he sat there, engine drowned out, 
watching the other riders go by, you 
could see what he was thinking: “Why 
me?” Not all riders were going by, 
though. Some were joining him. 
Whooee, it did get rather crowded at 
times! 

There were numerous mud styles. 
There was the tippy-toe rider who tried 
to ease his way through. Then there was 
the kamakaze who hit the mudhole 
flat-out in second gear. Some made it, 
some didn't. The spectators cheered the 
riders who made it and groaned when 
someone bogged down. At times when a 
rider would crash into the hole rather 
spectacularly, they would even laugh. 
Not me brother. My race was coming 
up. I might be the one they would be 
laughing at. Finally the hole got so bad 
CRC dug a trench to drain off the 
water. That made me very happy, 
maybe it wouldn't be too bad when our 
turn came. 


CRC had us straddle the front wheel 
with engines running which made the 
start awkward. The guy next to me sure 
looked at me funny when I zeroed my 
speedometer on the line. 

The course started up into the hills 
but quickly dropped down to the 
motocross course before taking off into 
the back country for some real 
interesting riding. Here the enduro bikes 
did surprisingly good. There were some 
nice downhills and some good uphills. 
CRC threw in some ridge running, a 
stretch of sand whoopers (which carried 
the name  ''Ponderosa Sand" in 
reference to the famed whoop-dee-do 
course near Lancaster) and two river 
crossings. The wide crossing exited into 
a really neat section which featured 
some brush which was so thick. it was 
like running through a tunnel. CRC had 


a name for this section also “Jungle 


Cruise." 

Completing the first lap, it was our 
turn at the mudhole. I didn't crash but I 
sure got stuck. A spectator jumped in 
and helped pull me out or I think I'd 
still be there. That mud was pure glue. 

Meanwhile Mike Lyons on a 
Kawasaki was putting it to the Novices 
and Roger Miller on a Honda was doing 
the same to the Beginners. My old 
enduro riding partner Terry Swets, in 
his first race, rode a smooth one and got 
second beginner on his four stroke 
XL-250 enduro bike.

Mettco's Fred Hayes got a 
sixth Novice in the 250 race on his 
enduro Penton and Rick Munyon was 
smoking the 125 Novices on his Penton 
when on the lap lap he broke a chain.

Recollection 
of horror

IRVINE, CAL., NOV. 3 

At the same time he reprimanded 
his friendly neighborhood road 
race reporter for not mentioning 
George Roche the last time he 
smoked the world in a CMC 250 
Expert GP race, one rider advised 
that no one really wanted to read 
about “The Incident.” 

Sure, write about George Roche 
(Yam) taking the lead exiting the 
Orange County chicane on the second 
lap from Steve Lange (Yam), (who later 
seized for his seventh straight DNF and 
talked about hanging it up and going 
street riding), and write about Whitney 
Blakeslee taking a distant second. 

Or write about Lee Fleming getting 
his Honda 750 working really well in 
Open Production after a bunch of Open 
GP wobbles on his Z-1, and just plain 
winning after a ferocious duel with 
Miles Rossteuscher’s ungodly fast but so 
hot two oil coolers won't keep it cool 
BMW 900. Maybe Philippe De Lespinay 
and his incredible 21-races-on-one-crank 
TA 125 holding off Rudy Reynosa’s 
Yamaha 200 GP bike in the 125/200 GP 
race until one piston developed a “relief 
port" in its crown would make the best 
story. Or CMC dropping its old 
"internal stock" production rule in the 
face of outrage over the upholding of a 
protest of Scott Clough's sterling ride in 
last week's Open Production race 
because his Honda 500 ,had a racing 
cam.

The incident

came around. All the racing behind 
them was just gone. The black flag flew, 
and the crowd pooled behind the trees. 
There in a 100 MPH section lay the 
twisted and crushed heaps of what once 
were the motorcycles of third and 
fourth place Harry Klinzmann and John 
Oleson, and the slide-damaged bikes of 
Michael Garcia, Dan Gallatin, and Jim 
Whipple. Opinions differ on how and 
why it happened, but witnesses put 
John Glover on an intersecting line with 
the dicing Klinzmann and Oleson. The 
result was two end-over-end destroyed 
motorcycles, two substantially injured 
riders, three damaged bikes, and three 
slightly injured racers. 

They restarted the race after clearing 
the wreckage, and Tigert retired with a 
holed piston after leading several laps. 

Oh, yes, Alan Gingerelli won the first 
place $50, and John Glover inherited 
$30 for second, followed by Tom 
Hayner and Jim Lester with $10 each. 
The purse money was put up by Premier 
Yamaha of Huntington Beach. 

Yeah, there were lots of things to 
write about. But lots of things weren't 
laying like scrap in front of the van 
when it was time to leave, like John 
Oleson’s Suzuki was. That kind of -— 
is hard to forget.

. Headlight/Number Plate 

Most dirt bike riders take off their 
ights for the simple reason they get 
broken too easy. Too many times I've 
eeded a light and I was just getting 
eady to put my lights back on when 
his unit became available for testing. 
'he Light/Number Plate mounts to the 
ork tubes with nylon ties. You have to 
buy the light, it doesn’t come with it. 
reston supplies you with a list of sealed 
beam headlights and some Honda part 
umbers that fit. I recommend the 
fonda light as it uses a bulb so you can 
barry -a spare. The sealed beam lights 
ually have to be ordered through the 
ocal auto parts stores. They are single 
r double filament snowmobile bulbs. 

€ high-low beam type is better. The 
P5 watt Honda light is not as strong as a 
tock headlight but it gets you around 
ht night if you don't try and ride over 
ts limits. I even rode a night enduro 
ith it but the light was not adequate at 
ome of the higher speeds. The lamp is 
icely recessed to prevent breakage and 
can attest to this first hand when I had 
he misfortune to crash while running 
own a fire road at a high rate of speed. 
(‘he number plate part of the unit is big 
nough to apply the standard five inch 
umbers with no problem. It comes in 
hssorted colors from your local dealer. 
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P. Plastic Skid Plate 
The plate is fairly easy to mount but 
used different mounts than those 
upplied for the rear. I used the mount 
hat is supplied for the front but I am 
issatisfied with it for it allows the plate 
lo move quite a bit. I plan on making up 





a different mount. The big question is 
of course is it (the plastic) strong 
enough? So far I would have to answer 
yes. I’ve run my bike thru the rocky 
stream beds of Frazier Park, over the 
rocks of Lucerne Valley, over the nasty 
rock beds of Red Mountain and so far 
the plate has held up just fine. My 
magnesium side plates are still intact, 
too. The plastic does absorb some of the 
shock when you hit an object (usually a 
rock) and as a side benefit the plastic 
skids over the rocks much easier than a 
conventional metal plate. The plate 
costs less than $10 and weighs about 
three to five pounds less than metal 
plates. Preston Petty has another plastic 
fantastic! 
3. Hexagon Grips 

The theory behind these grips is 
when you bend your hand into a 
throttle gripping shape it’s not a round 
shape at all but rather a hex shape 
which is six-sided. Preston claims they 
prevent blisters and are comfortable, 
etc. I tried them and like them real well. 
Another riding buddy of mine didn’t 
like them until he cut some of the 
sharpness off the edges on his pair. I 
think grips are like handlebars, they are 
a personal choice in comfort. All I can 
tell you is that I like the grips. They’re 
worth taking a look at.

If you run a taillight on your bike 
then you know the problems of 
breakage when crashing, etc. Hillmart 
makes what they claim is the world’s 
smallest enduro legal light. I'd have to 
argue "legal," at least in strict lawsville, 
but it is a neat package. The light 
mounts on neoprene which isolates 
vibration and also provides flexibility to 
prevent breakage. The light itself has 
two little bulbs, one for taillight, and 
one for brakelight instead of the more 
common dual filament bulb found in 
most lights. It has worked fine and 
neither bulb has required replacement in 
the four months I’ve had it mounted. 
Hillmart puts a one-year unconditional 
guarantee on it which says a lot. I 
wouldn't put one on a street bike, but I 
highly recommend it for an enduro bike 
if you want it to be "street legal."

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They laughed when Gary Jones sat down to race in early 1974. Not at Jones, of 
course, for he'd, won the' right to race as National Number One in 250cc motocross 
competition for the past two years. It was, that strange new motorcycle with unlikely 
name ''Can-Am"' on the gas tank. A Canadian motorcycle? Well, folks said, that’s it for 
Jones. He won the first two championships on Japanese machinery and megabucks. 
This year he's riding for whom? Bombardier? Aren't they the snowmobile people? He's 
gotta be kidding, and they must have paid him a whole bunch of money to lure him 
away from any possible chance of taking the title for the third time. Bye, Gary. Been 
nice knowin "ya, 

That's how it was then, Now we're at the end of the 1974 racing season, and there's 
Jones with a big grin on his face, some big bucks in his pocket, and that big number 
one on the front of his Can-Am. Not only that, but the guys with numbers two and 
three on their bikes are also riding that Canadian motorcycle. What happened? 

Well, for one thing, a smart business move on the part of the people who hold the 
purse strings at the Can-Am division of Bombardier, Ltd. put Marty Tripes on one of 
their machines. As everyone who follows motocross knows, Marty actually 
accumulated most of his national points on a Husky. A contract offering Marty 
financial security lured him into changing marques just before the final round in the 
championship series. In all fairness, Can-Am machinery can’t be credited with Tripes’ 
number two placing. Marty took a good share of Evel Knievel’s money with a Can-Am 
win at Snake River, though 

But then there’s number three, Jimmy Ellis, one of the up and coming young lions 
who's a member of the generation that will produce an American World Champion 
Ellis’ enthusiastic riding style put him on the ground with a broken pelvis during the 
Florida Winter-AMA series and kept him from contesting the first half of the national 
schedule. In the last four races, however, Ellis won six of the eight motos earning 
enough points to take third overall in the national standings. He did it on a Can-Am. 

And how about Billy Uhl? Billy rode his Can-Am into a three way first place tie 
(with Jack Penton and Car! Cranke) in the National ISDT Qualifier Championship. He 
then backed up that performance with a Gold Medal at the Camarino, Italy in the 1974 
ISDT 

In 1973 the almost unheard of company went to Bonneville with a 125cc 
water-cooled partially streamlined salt streaker. Ridden by street bike development 
supervisor Bob Barker, the incredible little one-off machine established two new 
records: 128.629 mph in the APS-AG-125 category and 136.537 mph in the 
APS-AF-125 class. 

One of the monthly publications recently printed a test on the 250cc T'NT (enduro) 
model from Can-Am and pronounced it capable of accelerating through the quarter 
mile quicker than any 250cc machine that they'd tested previously, street bikes 
included. Keep in mind that they were talking about the enduro model, not the MX 
racer or a street machine that would be tuned for top end rather than torque. 

Somebody up in Canada is doing something right. Obviously.

The lights of Montréal glinted like 


diamonds displayed on black 
velvet as Eastern's 727 banked and 
locked into the approach path to 


the international airport. Back in 
the cattle class section of the 
passenger cabin a Cycle News 
staffer forgot for a moment about 
his take. off and landing phobias and 
found himself wishing that the lights of 
his U.S. home city would flicker as 
crisply as these did through the 
crystalline Quebec fall evening. 

A sigh of resignation later, the plane 
touched down and tubed its human 
cargo through the customs gate and into 
colorful Montreal International. After a 
brief moment spent savoring the 
European flavor of the airport's 
bi-lingual P.A. announcements, admiring 
the hand tailored suits and the up to 
date ‘‘now’’ feminine attire and 


eavesdropping on multilingual 
conversations that he couldn’t hope to 
understand; the writer aimed the Hertz 
rent-a-racer toward the small 
Bombardier hometown of Valcourt. 
Valcourt is referred to as a “company 
town". That description is true, to a 
point. Once a traveler leaves the main 
thoroughfare to explore residential 
Valcourt, he discovers row after row of 
typical suburbia. The new homes are, of 
course, a result of wages earned at 
Bombardier, Ltd. But long before 
Ski-Doo became a household word, 
Valcourt was a Bombardier family 
town. The name graces the signs of 
stores, garages, even the funeral home. 
There are more Monsieurs Bombardier 
in Valcourt than there are Kennedys in 


Dennis 








Hyannis Port. The corporation does not 
own the town; it's more a mutual 
partnership that benefits both equally. 

Richard Lague, Can-Am marketing 
director, briefly outlined the following 
day's schedule on our way to the 
company's guest house. It became clear 
that the tour would extend into only a 
small fraction of the giant web of 
subsidiary companies that provide 
Bombardier, Ltd with its industrial 
might and versatility. Roski, Ltd, a 
plastic molding company located in 
nearby Roxton Falls was scheduled for 
the next morning, followed by visits to 
Bombardier's Valcourt-based design 
center and the R & D center for the 
Can-Am division. We'd take a look at 
the production facilities and finally, an 
interesting presentation of the 
company's history at the 
Joseph-Armand Bombardier museum. 

An hour spent researching 
Bombardier, Ltd that evening by 
flipping through the company's 
prepared press kit filled in the missing 
segments in the planned tour. 

One of Bombardier’s most valuable 
assets is its Rotax division, located in 
Gunskirchen, Lower Austria. 
Bombardier-Rotax designs, develops and 
manufactures a wide variety of 





two-stroke engines, enough to supply 
the lucrative snowmobile assembly lines 
in both Valcourt (Ski-Doo) and La 
Pocatiere (Moto-Ski) as well as the 
Can-Am motorcycle division. The fact 
that Bombardier owns Rotax. rather 
than just purchasing from them makes 
Can-Am General Manager Gary 
Robison’s work in developing the 
machine easier. When a change is 
requested, it’s done. They don’t have to 
wait for the motor manufacturer to get 
around to making a decision. Robison 
gets what he needs. Direct 
communication between divisions has 
made Can-Am’s speedy development 
possible, 

Jarry Precision Ltd in Laval, Quebec 
manufactures transmission parts for the 
snowmobiles. Drummond Automatic 
Plating in Drummondville has 
capabilities of treating some 20 million 
Parts per year, specializing in galvanizing 
and chrome plating. Rockland 
Industries Ltd processes rubber from 
raw materials, both natural and 
synthetic. Rockland has its own R&D 
facilities in Kingsbury, Quebec for the 
development of new forms of rubber, 
and although snowmobile belts are the 
main product, the plant is capable of 
producing a variety of rubber goods.

Besides the ‘‘hard’’ products 
manufactured by Bombardier and its 
subsidiaries, the firm also deals in such 
software as clothing and upholstery. 
The Apparel and Accessories Division 
originally produced 
snowmobile-oriented outdoor wear and 
indoor sports clothing, but has recently 
expanded to include motorcycle gear. 
Enduro jackets, pants, windbreakers, 
motocross gloves, chest protectors and 
jerseys, plus garment bags and duffle 
bags, all in Can-Am colors, are offered. 
Ville-Marie Upholstery Ltd in Beauport, 
Quebec’ stitches the seats for both 
snowmobiles and the motorcycle line. 

Early the next morning, Robert 
Leboeuf, the public relations staff 
member assigned to tour guide duty, 
opened the show with a ride through 
the rustic fall countryside to the Roski 
plant. Roski deals with fiberglass and 
plastic forming. The purpose of our visit 
was to observe the rotational molding 
process used in the manufacture of 
Can-Am gas tanks and air boxes. After a 
short wait in the outer office where we 
learned of the corporation's latest 
venture (sailboats), an engineer named 
Carpentier introduced himself and led 
us to the rotational molding room 
where a run of gas tanks was in progress.

It was here that a morning of 
frustration began for the 
photography-minded repórter. Only 
after several long moments of verbal 
persuasion was he allowed to take 
photographs, and then only of a small 
segment of the fascinating production 
process. Competition, not only in the 
motorcycle and snowmobile businesses 
but in the plastic forming business as 
well, is almost at the cloak and dagger 
stage. Many times during the day the 
camera would have to remain hanging 
useless on its shoulder strap as we were 
shown “‘secrets’’ that were not yet ready 
for public consumption. 

One point in Roski’s process that they 
not only were willing to divulge, but 
seemed quite proud of, was the fact that 
they used molds made from nickel 
rather than the standard aluminum, The 
more expensive nickel molds account 
for the extremely smooth finish on 
Can-Am tanks. It’s this demand for a 
glossy finish, not only on their plastic 
products, but engine cases as well, that 
gives Can-Ams that “pretty” appearance 
and encourages a false impression that 
they're not. a serious dirt machine. 
Somehow: we expect a good dirt bike to 
have a certain amount of European

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Buzzards circle ... 
Gerber swoops

HAMMET, ID., OCT. 27 

Utah's answer to J. N. Roberts, 
Preston Gerber (Bul) recovered 
from a “gas off" start and bril- 
liantly outrode everyone in sight 
to grab the overall win at Idaho's 
first annual Buzzard Run. Gerber 
passed early leader (and 1974 
Jackrabbit winner) Bob Sward 


(YZM) on the third lap and held his lead 
until the finish of the sixty mile event. 
Preston’s teammate, Dave Blaylock 
(Bul) also from Utah, took second 
overall and second in the Open Expert 
class. 

264 riders lined up facing a big hill 
with several good trails up it for the Le 
Mans start. Gerber ran to his bike just 
fine but forgot to turn on the gas taps 
and (it'll happen every time) ran out 
atop the hill. The blast from Ray Hale’s 
shotgun caught several riders off guard, 
too. Herby Uhl heard the gun go off 
better than most. His helmet was sitting 
on the tank. Right next to his gloves. 

While Gerber was struggling to get 
moving again, big, bearded Bob Sward 
pulled out a commanding lead and was 
really going balls-out to maintain it. Bob 
has recently switched from Husky to 
Yamaha and apparently didn’t transfer 
his coyote tail “good luck piece" to his 
new monoshocker. Sward claims that 
must be the reason for his failing to 
finish the last couple of races he’s 
entered. This time, his ignition just went 
away sometime after Gerber passed him. 
It must be kind of disappointing not to 
get a trophy due to lack of tail. Seems 
like it should be the other way around! 

Meanwhile back in the pack, Boise’s 
Dave Barnes (Pen) was circulating 
smoothly and quickly around the 15 
mile course. Dave’s consistent riding 
rewarded him with third overall and a 
win in the 250 Expert class. Other guys 
turning in outstanding rides were Ron 
Dillon (YZM) in fifth overall and Idaho 
State Flat Track Champion Larry 
Merideth, who thumped his way 
through heavy traffic into sixth on a 
Honda XL-350. 

The course was set up by the 
newly-formed Elmore Motorcycle 
Association and was FAST! Gerber was 
making it around in about twenty-five 
minutes.and there was a lot of fifth gear 
stuff. Good marking and 
several...ahhh...humorous signs 
were encountered on a tour of the 
course. There was even a styrofoam and 
canvas buzzard hidden somewhere along 
the trail and the rare bird was worth 
$25 to the man who could “bring him 
back alive." One guy did and he made 
more money than anyone who just won 
his class or something. 

Several neat places could be found in 
a lap around the track. There were two 
large culverts which channeled riders 
under Interstate 80 and produced a 
truly bitchin’ sound as the bikes 
accelerated. Cars were pulled over all 
along the freeway watching the antics of 
the "desert rats" and the passing 
motorists must have wondered about 
the type of sports enjoyed in Idaho 
when they saw the sign on the highway 
that simply said, ‘‘Buzzard 
Race-.. Next Exit.” 

Several serious injuries dampened the 
enthusiasm of the event and a helicopter 
from nearby Mountain Home Airbase

was dispatched to transport a couple of 
racers to local hospitals. Long-time rider 
Wayne McCutcheon showed what desert 
racers are made of and sacrificied any 
hope of a good finish by stopping to aid 
a fallen man. Wayne was presented with 
a special sportsmanship award for his 
kindness although fate cruelley caused 
his own son, Bo, to sustain painful 
injuries in another crash. 

A special feature of the Buzzard Run 
was the "Street Legal Enduro" class 
which produced some bizzare attempts 
at “legalizing” a bike. Dave Newell 
showed up for registration with votive 
candles and a party horn taped to his 
Husky. Ray Hale laughed and stuck him 
їп the 250 Expert class where he 
belonged. Dave showed that candles 
offer little wind resistance as he wound 
up third in his class and seventh overall. 

Boise motocrosser John Stone 
scarfed the gold in the Open Enduro 
class on a Kawasaki F-11. John 
commented afterwards that he didn’t 
like the course but we suspect that he 
got bounced a bit more than he’s used 
to due to certain handling and 
suspension deficiencies. 

Probably the highlight of the entire 
day was watching Preston Gerber 
stretch out his lead on the last lap. 
Swinging to the right side of the 





accepted line (a long, long section of 
deep sand), Gerber negotiated a 
contured field of rock-hard grass clumps 
at about sixty MPH to lap a dozen or so 
riders while bouncing furiously from 
place to place. Preston later informed 
me that his Bul is “just a stock 360 with 
old-style triple clamps and a lengthened 
swingarm." Dave Blaylock’s second 
place Pursang sports a Redline frame 
with center-mounted trick shocks. 
Regardless of machinery modifications, 
I personally think that Gerber's ability 
lies somewhere between his head and his 
throttle hand. °

for the bucks in the 125 Expert class. 
Moto one saw Manly leading with 
Watson second and Beatle Murphy 
third.

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High Desert 100

BEND, ORE., OCT. 20 

Last year, almost 600 riders 
showed up to ride Oregon’s 
biggest race. This ycar only 286 
riders showed. What happened? 
The 153 riders that finished were 
some of the happiest riders seen 
by this writer in some time. Last 
year's "High Desert" left a sour 
taste because of the system used, check 
cards that got wet and lost. The high 
entry fee may have scared some away. 
Possibly work shortages and lack of 
money was a big factor. 

Whatever the reason, it worked out 
fine because 286 riders are a lot easier 
to put on a race for than 600 when your 
club has only four members. The 
Cascade Motorcycle Club of Bend 
Oregon, tired of cry baby complainers 
decided to up the entry fee in hopes 
that only serious riders would enter. It 
worked. At least 90% of the riders, 
finishers or not, said it was a good 
event. At today’s high cost of putting 
on a race, the club lost about $50. That 
doesn’t include the personal expenses of 
each club member or his time. Many 
riders would not believe it costs $4800 
to host an event like this. 

This course was 100 miles long — no 
loops, never see’ the same terrain twice. 
Dale DeMaris of Bend, co-owner of the 
J & R Cycle pushed his Bultaco into the 
lead at about the four mile point, never 
to be challenged again. DeMaris seized 
his engine at about the five mile point 
only to look back and see desert ace 
Bob Strobel bearing down, so Dale 
popped the clutch again and rode 
conservatively (for DeMaris) for the rest 
of the race. Strobel had mechanical 
problems dropping him back to fourth 
overall. 

It was a good day for Central 
Oregonians who usually take a back seat 
to riders from the Willamette Valley. 
Scott Stouder (Bul) from Bend won the 
250 class after changing a plug on the 
starting line while everyone else headed 
for the smoke bomb. After 286 riders 
get ahead of you in the dust, riding to 
12th overall and first in your class is 
quite an accomplishment. DeMaris’ 
sister, Jan Wilson, also riding a Bul 
captured. first Powder Puff. Another 
Central Oregonian to place well was Jim 
Harris of Redmond with a 13th overall, 
ninth Open.

cobbiness to it, and when one comes 
across looking like some new Japanese 
street/trail wonder, it’s hard to believe 
it's really good. 

From Roski we drove back to the 
town of Valcourt for a look at the 
general research and development center 
for both snowmobiles and motorcycles. 
Ski-Doos equipped with small wheels 
where the skis normally go whizzed 
back and forth on the company road 
leading back to the center’s main 
building. 

Included in this area is Groupe Design 
where a crew of wonderfully creative 
artists while away the hours conjuring 
up some of the most amazing mobile 
freestyle sculpture imaginable. The 
products of their outspoken 
imaginations decorate the walls in the 
form of sketches depicting vehicles that 
might well have been designed for some 
futuristic James Bond film. Given time 
we'd have spent the afternoon in this 
neither-here-nor- there dream world 
listening to the exciting ideas of stylist 
Doug Smith and the others. 


Conveniently housed in the same 
building, probably to act as a governor 
on the high-revving imaginations of the 
designers, is a complete pattern shop to 
convert the most practical ideas into 
full-size mock-ups. A touch of sobering 


practicality to bring the wilder dreams 
down to earth, perhaps. Here the ideas 
that looked great on paper are built 
from wood, fiberglass and body putty 
to make sure that they'll work and that 
all components will fit. . .the 
intermediate step between drawing and 
prototype. 


At the other end of the same building 
is a battery of six Schenck dynos, each 
in its own soundproof room with an 
observation/control room next door. 
Here prototype engines are run through 
all types of tests. Often the engines are 
set up with an automatic cycling devise 
that accelerates and backs off in a 
regular pattern, and are left to run for 
hundreds of hours. There is other 
testing equipment that operates throttle 
cables, for example, for hours on end, 
testing to see how long they’ll hold up. 
Another machine vibrates lights to 
simulate long hours on a motorized 
vehicle like a snowmobile or 
motorcycle. 

Beyond the outward appearance, the 
impressive show of equipment and 
procedures, are a group of people who 
seemed interested, even. excited about 
their work. And that's the real secret to 
success. 

In addition to the general R&D 
department, the Can-Am division has a 
complete building and testing facility 
only a few miles down the road. The 
motocross track which fills the field 
between the buildings and the road gives 
the first clue about the activities that 
take place behind the chain-link and 





barb wire fence with the sign saying 
“Out of bounds for non-authorized 
persons". In addition to the MX course, 
there’s also a paved half mile oval and a 
grass drag strip with timing lights at 
every eighth mile. The oval and strip are 
used mainly for snowmobile testing. 
Surrounding the out of town facility are 
miles of beautiful trail riding country, 
the testing grounds for Can-Am’s T’NT 
model. Test riders keep machines 
running eight hours a day. 

In the big barn-like structure are 
housed the R&D offices on the second 
floor and a shop, complete with 
Schenck dyno, machine tools, and 
design department, on the ground level. 
In a second structure is a complete 
maintainance shop for the race bikes 
and test machines. 

They were just starting to put 
together the Trans-AMA bikes while we 
were there. Bare frames sat on each of 
four work benches with random pieces 
(gas tanks, swingarms, seats, etc.) 





waiting to be assembled. Only one 
motor was complete, the one for Jones’ 
bike. Can-Am’s 360s are probably the 
closest thing to a prototype motor that 
the public will ever see from the 
company. The cylinders, with 
piston/port induction rather than 
Can-Am’s standard rotary valve, are 
sand-cast, definitely taboo at the firm 
that demands a finished appearance on 
all their products. 


After taking rides on several of the 
test bikes at the area, it became easy to 
believe the rave reviews given to the 
power of the 250cc two-stroke singles. 
With even the slightest hint of traction 
on the muddy test track, the front 
wheel lifted in any gear. Acceleration 
runs down the dirt road were real 
eye-waterers. 


Until late afternoon all we'd seen of 
the actual production factory was a 
huge structure surrounded by more 
chain-link fencing with a guard at the

gate. Next tothe plant was a large 
storage field filled with Bombardier's 
main selling products, the industrial 
vehicles. There seemed to be around a 
dozen different models of tractor - like 
rubber tracked vehicles, each designed 
for performing another phase of 
unfavorable terrain work. In size, they 
range from sidewalk snowplows to the 
Skidozer for grooming ski slopes to the 
Muskeg tractor which sees service in 
such heavy duty jobs as lumbering and 
construction. The Industrial division is 
the steadiest of the Bombardier lines 
sale-wise and helps provide the financial 
security for the company's other 
ventures. 


Snowmobiles for the winter of '74-75 
were in production when we toured the 
factory. Never having seen anything 
smaller than a Detroit automobile 
production line, it was impressive 
watching the same big factory methods 
being applied to a sport vehicle. Endless 
chains carried frames overhead from one 
assembly station to the next to meet 
other chains carrying fiberglass bodies. 
Football field sized rooms filled with 
giant presses pounded out sheet metal 
parts to the beat of a part per second. 
Lines of welders turned stamped 
sections into exhaust systems or 
snowmobile runners. Stacked 
everywhere were four foot square 
baskets of identical pieces waiting to be 
plugged into the continuous chain. 

Ever since the first moment of 
planning the Cycle News Can-Am tour 
one question had been hovering in wait 
for someone to ask: “For years we’ve 
been told that a hgntweight motorcycle 
cannot be produced in the United States 
and sold on the competitive market. 
Now, Bombardier is doing exactly that. 
How can a Canadian company do it 
when American firms claim that it can't 
be done?" 


Gary Robison's answer came easily 
and, after touring Bombardier's plant, it 
was easy to see why. 


“We were lucky enough to have the 
facilities," Robison replied, “if we had 
to justify the cost of that machinery (he 
nodded in the direction of the 
manufacturing plant) there’s no way we 
could have done it." 


Robison's answer, while obviously 
true, reflected a great deal of modesty. 
When Bombardier decided to produce 
the Can-Am motorcycle line, they hired 
Robison and put him in charge of 
designing the machines and assuring that 
the new line would produce a profit. 
Rather than producing a line of 
machines with minimum development 
and cheap production cost in an 
attempt to appeal to the low price 
market, the firm has chosen to 
manufacture a top quality machine, 
meeting the best in the world head on. 
Somebody up in Canada is doing 
something right. Obviously. e

Bultaco International's Miura Products distributes these trick tarmac treading 
gloves, and they look right snappy. They’re white with black trim, feature 
rivets on the palm (lots of padding between the metal and your hand) to aid 
in tear-free sliding in the event of a crash, and come with chamois material on 
the left fore and middle fingers for wiping faceshields. Velcro (R) and snaps 
close the long wrist part of the glove. 

As they come, the Velcro pieces are sewn into the gloves in such a way that 
the “hook” portion of the closure material overlaps the “loop” portion and 
irritates the back of the hand. Judicious trimming with a pair of scissors 
solved the problem. 

The gloves felt just fine on the track and it seemed they were ideal 
protection — until our first crash wearing them. 

A front wheel wash-out and resultant sideways slide at about 40 MPH 
proved that the thread used to stitch together the gloves is the weak link in 
the protective chain. Fine in concept, the gloves are poor in execution simply 
because they tear and rip apart at the seams during a crash. The leather is 
fine, but having fine leather does you no good if it isn’t covering your skin 
because the seams ripped apart upon initial impact. 

If Miura would increase the strength of the thread holding these gloves 
together, they'd be swell. As it is, we'd hate to unload wearing these things at 
any kind of speed. 


Vetter "Windjammer" fairing 


By Charles Clayton 


We've had the Windjammer installed on our 1972 Honda 500 for over a year 
now and think very highly of it. It took some getting used to the fact that it 
doesn't turn with the front wheel, but now it seems natural. It mounts to the 
frame by four simple hose clamps with no discernable effect on steering. The 
Windjammer is light weight but heavy-duty and is extremely well finished. It 
really keeps the wind off everything but the top of the rider's head and nearly 
doubles the usefulness of a motorcycle. Cold weather is no more deterrent to 
comfort now than driving a convertible with the top down. The “glove 
compartments" on either side of the fairing hold a couple of cubic feet of 
stuff that comes in handy on a trip. They also make fine litterbags. 

A non-Honda headlight is used, and when ours burned out a filament, we 
had to order a replacement from Vetter ($2.45 plus shipping), who sent it 
right away — better service than some dealers offer. The pop-rivets that fasten 
the headlight to the fiberglass popped out (guess that's why they call ‘em 
pop-rivets) and caused the lamp to rattle noisily. I replaced them with Elmer's 
glue and sheet metal screws and that seems to solve the problem. At hard 
right fork lock, the front brake lever meets the fairing and lightly applies the 
brake. This has not caused any problem and in fact comes in handy 
sometimes, like when parking on hills.

Part six: Riding technique 





hat's the most important part of 
racing? You want to say it's 
getting it on, don't you? Making 


scoot. Going away! Think about 
this for a minute. There are lots of 
things you can learn to do which will 
allow you to go faster. But the faster 
you are able to go, the more important 
it is to be able to stop. Say you go 
bombing down the straight faster than 
anybody but there's a big bad turn up 
ahead and you can't stop very well. So 
you shut off about two-thirds of the 
way down the straight. 

Some other guy doesn't go nearly as 
fast on that straight but he passes you 
while you are coasting down for the 
turn. He goes a lot deeper into the turn, 
shuts off and hauls it down. When he is 
out of the corner he looks back to see if 
you are in it yet. Want to learn to stop? 


Using the brakes 

The theory of it is pretty simple. 
Using the brake causes a force between 
the tire and the surface, up to some 
limit of traction. When that limit is 
exceeded, then the tire slides on the 
surface and braking is greatly reduced. 

The trick is to get as much force 
between tire and surface as you can, 
without losing traction. That amount of 
braking force depends on the amount of 
weight the tire is carrying. 

Most of the braking ability of any 
vehicle is in the front. As soon as you 
start to slow down, the force of deceler- 
ation throws you to the front. That's a 
force you can feel if you are a rider on a 
bike or a passenger in a car. The same 
force acts on the motorcycle and causes 
a weight transfer from the back to the 
front. When you are slowing down, 
most of the weight is on your front tire 
and therefore that's where most of the 
braking ability is. 

Properly used, at least 70 percent of 
the braking power of your motorcycle is 
in the front wheel. In some cases it is 
higher than that. 

I've met some untutored trail riders 
who have a firm rule: Never use the 
front brake. I ask them how they 
manage to get down a steep hill. Some 
of them are honest. They grin and say, 
“I crash at the bottom.” 

If you have ever had a bad experi- 
ence with your front brake you may be 
afraid of it. It will lock up, the front 
wheel will move sideways suddenly, and 
you will go over the bars. That’s bad. 
It’s also avoidable by learning to use the 
front brake properly. 

Let's begin the way I do at a school. 
It's an interesting demonstration. When 
you start practicing and working on 
your braking you will need a place to 
ride where you won't be a nuisance to 
anybody. If you can get out to a track, 
the starting area is perfect. If you go to 
some local play area be sure it's a legal 
place to ride and away from where 
people live. Otherwise while you are 
learning to ride your motorcycle people 
will be complaining and passing laws to 
make it illegal. Be fair to the sport and 
to yourself. Don't ride where you 
bother people. 

The first test is rear-wheel braking 
only. Pick some starting point and pick 
a. braking point where you сап 





accelerate hard from the start and be in 
third gear. Make a few starts, accelerate 
as hard as you can to the braking point, 
and then stop as quickly as you can, 
using the rear brake only. After a few 
passes you will notice you are stopping 
at about the same location each time. 
Mark that location with a rock or 
something so you can check your 
stopping distance. Pace it off and see 
how far it is. It will be quite a ways. 


Now put your hand on your front 
brake lever and decide how you are 
going to pull it in. One finger isn't 
enough, all four fingers are too many. 
You can use two fingers to begin or 
start directly with the first three fingers. 
You have better control if you use two 
or three fingers than if you use them all. 
With three fingers you will find that you 
exert gradual pressure on the lever. But 
if you grab it with your whole hand you 
tend to pull it in all the way, suddenly, 
and this is what causes wheel slides and 
spills. Also, if you use only two or three 
fingers you can still grip the handlebar 
and you can still control the throttle. 


While you are pulling in the lever for 
practice notice how you have the 
front-brake adjustment set. For this 
test, you want it set as follows: When 
the lever is pulled up all the way to the 
hand grip, the brakes are on but they 
cannot lock the front wheel. Check this 
by holding the brake on and trying to 
push the motorcycle forward. It should 
be hard to push but the wheel should 
roll rather than slide on the ground. 


With that adjustment, make the same 
start, accelerate the same way, and 
apply both "brakes at your braking 
marker. Your stopping distance should 
be shorter than with rear brake alone

but that is not the important thing right 
now. Don’t bother to measure it. 

Each time you make a run, stop 
completely and in a straight line. Pull in 
the clutch just before you stop so you 
don’t kill the engine. Don’t put your 
feet on the ground until you are 
completely stopped. Do a few of these 
stops sitting on the seat and a few of 
them standing up. 

When you feel like you are doing 
pretty well and you are able to make 
stops in a straight line you are ready for 
the next step. 

This is where your braking technique 
begins to improve. You know already 
that most of the stopping power is in 





the front brake because of weight 
transfer. You can get more stopping 
power by putting more weight on the 
wheel. You do that-by sliding forward 
on the seat and leaning your body 
forward so, you can push down on the 
bars. When you are standing on the 
pegs, lean forward over the bars and use 
your body weight to push down on 
them. 

This does two important things. It 
allows the front wheel to brake harder. 
And it does another thing which will 
make you smile when you think about 
it. Because the front wheel has better 
traction it is much less likely to slip. If

you are worried about the front tire 
sliding, the thing to do is get right up 
there on top of it. Drive it down into 
the ground so it has to grip and 
therefore cannot slide. You'll be amazed 
when you try it. 

But I want you to try it gradually 
because you can still make the wheel 
lock if you overdo it. 

OK. Slide 'way forward on the seat, 
almost on the tank.«Lean forward so 
you can push down on the bars. Make 
your acceleration to the braking mark 
and then stop with both brakes as 
before. Pay special attention to what 
you are doing with your right hand. 
Yo do not want to just grab the lever 
and yank it in. Use your fingers and pull 
it in gradually, to get the feel of 
smooth, progressive braking. The other 
thing you have to do is watch the front 
tire. You feel your right hand and watch 
the front tiré, You will see the tire 
slowing down. If it looks like it is about 
to stop rolling, a slide is about to 
happen so you let up on the braking 
force a little bit. 

The idea here is not to stop as fast as 
you possibly can. That comes later. 
What we are trying to do now is learn 
how it feels to use the front brake 
strongly and learn how much better 
braking and control you have when 
your weight is forward, driving that 
front tire down into the ground. Your 
stops will be shorter but that’s not what 
you are thinking about. Just make the 
runs and try to get the front brake on 
hard without sliding the tire. 

When you are doing it pretty well 
seated, do the same thing standing up, 
leaning forward and driving the tire into 
the surface. It works, doesn’t it? 





When you are stopping in a straight 
line, quickly and without any problems, 
tighten up your front-brake adjustment 
still more. Set it so the front brake is 
locked up when the lever is about an 
inch from the hand grip. That will be 
somewhere near your normal 
adjustment. 


Go through the same accelerating 
and stopping routine, gradually getting 
the feel of this brake adjustment. Don't 
be in a hurry, feel your way and learn as 
you go along. Do it both seated and 
standing as before. Don't forget to use 
only two or three fingers on the brake 
lever and don't forget to get your 
weight up over the bars. It gets to 
feeling better and better and you will 
notice that you are stopping quicker 
each time. 

Whenever you are ready you can 
make one for the record. Make your 
best stop using both brakes and your 
best technique. Mark the location. Pace 
it off and compare to the 
rear-brake-only stop you made earlier. 
Convinced? 

When you are in the final stages of 
learning this technique you can do some 
experimenting with the rear brake. If 
you push too hard on the brake pedal it 
will lock up the rear wheel and kill the 
engine. This will probably cause the 
bike to get sideways and you will have 
to put a foot down. Learn to pull in the 
clutch just before this happens and you 
will avoid the problem. 

You have just accomplished two 
things. You have learned how to use the 
brakes and you have also learned the 
amount of braking traction provided by 
that piece of ground where you were 
practicing. On different surfaces there 
will be different amounts of traction 
and this will influence both how much 
you can apply the brakes and how fast 
you can stop. 

You now have to. learn about 
available traction on all of the different 
surfaces where you ride. Hard dirt, loose 
dirt or sand, gravelly places, wet dirt, 
grass, whatever you are lucky enough to 
find. You don’t have to do it all at once 
or all on the same day. When you get 
the opportunity, make braking tests on 
a variety of surfaces and soon you will 
be able to read most terrain and do a 
good job of braking anywhere. 

It’s a long road from beginner to 
expert but fun along the way. You will 
get there quicker and have more fun if 
you develop some little practice 
routines and do them often. When you 
are at a motocross track or “out play 
racing, there is a big temptation to race 
all day. This probably won’t make you 
any faster because you may be out there 
repeating all your mistakes all day long. 

Even concert’ pianists ао scale 
exercises every day and you know they 
learned to play the scales long ago. 

A good practice exercise that you 
can do every time you are out riding is 
spend five minutes working on your 
stopping ability. Accelerate hard, brake 
hard, accelerate hard, and do it all again. 

Don’t learn this next thing the hard 
way. When you are braking hard, the 
bike should be straight up and traveling 
in a straight line. You can brake some 
when the bike is leaning over or 
traveling along a curved path but if you 
use the brakes really hard one or both of 
the wheels will try to get out from 
under you. 

That fact will have a big influence on 
the way you learn to race on a track. 
There’s a turn up there. You are going 
very fast. What are you gonna do? 

Do all of your braking before you 
actually have to turn the motorcycle. 
Making the judgement comes with 
experience. You don’t want to brake 
too soon and then roll up to the corner 
slowly. You don’t want to brake too 
late and not be able to make the turn. 
Ideally, you want to finish braking just 
at the instant you enter the turn or start 


turning the motorcycle — whichever is 
later. After you have learned to do that, 
we will get into braking in the corners 
and pitching your motorcycle into a 
turn. 


Racing Rules 

Here are two important rules of 
racing. Write them on the wall or on 
your skivvies until they become part of 
the way you think and act. The throttle 
is either full on or full off. The brakes 
are either full on or full off. 


Making starts 

On every starting line, no matter 
what the surface, you should break 
traction and spin the rear tire. The way 
to do it is simultaneously open the 
throttle and let out the clutch quickly. 
Quickly means pop out the clutch. 
“Drop the hammer.” Just let the clutch 
lever go and as the clutch moves into 
engagement use wide-open throttle so 
you break the rear tire loose. 

Race-tuned engines don’t have a lot 
of power at low RPM. When they get up 
"on the pipe" where the engine is 
operating at the peak of the power 
curve, a race-tuned two-stroke has more 
power per cubic inch than any other 
engine I can think of. 

Basically there are two ways to get in 
motion. You can run the engine at a 
moderate speed, slip the clutch, and 
move away sedately or even with some 
rapidity while you watch the guys who 
are using the peak power of their 
engines go bombing down the course. 

Or you can run the engine speed up 
to maximum power and pop out the 
clutch. If the rear tire gets traction, it 
will try to move the motorcycle forward 
instantly. The motorcycle can't leap 
into forward motion instantly so it will 
either do a wheelie instantly, kill the 
engine instantly, or both. That’s why 
you have to break traction with the rear 
wheel. It takes some practice. 

When you do rev it up and let out 
the clutch, forcing the rear wheel to 
spin, the motorcycle will not have to 
leap forward instantly. It will start 
forward gradually according to the 
amount of traction there is. It will 
gradually get more bite in the ground 
and the bike will pick up speed. 

Now here is a key point. You know 
that a tire has less traction when it is 
spinning, so you might think you are 
giving something away when you spin 
the tire on the starting line. Look at it 
from this point of view: What is the 
most acceleration a motorcycle can 
have? What happens at the limit of 
acceleration to make you observe that 
limit and not try to accelerate more? 

A wheelie, right? Anytime you are 
getting that front wheel light so it starts 
lifting off the ground, you are using as 
much power as the circumstances will 
allow. Use more power and you will go 
over backwards. So the way to analyze a 
start when you are spinning the rear tire 
is to see if the front wheel is trying to 
get off the ground. 

You bet it is! The big problem when 
you are making a good start is keeping 
the front end down:on the ground or at 
least near the ground. ` 

On starting lines and places on the 
track where the surface is smooth you 
shouldn't lift the front wheel more than 
about eight or 10 inches above the 
ground. Later we wil get to the 
technique of riding over whoop-de-doos 
and picking up the front wheel where it 
is rough. In that case I will often get the 
front end higher than eight or 10 inches 
ut I try not to get higher than about a 
5-degree angle with the surface. Higher 
an that and you risk going over 
ackwards and you have to slow down 
to reduce the angle. 

With experience you will find that 
you ride a lot on the rear tire when you 
are accelerating hard out on the course, 
such as coming out of a turn. When you 
are learning and practicing, if you just

let your feet move back until you are on your toes. Do a “push-up” on the bars. 





get the wheel off the ground you are 
doing pretty well. 

If lifting the front wheel sets a limit 
to the amount of power I can use while 
accelerating, what would happen if I put 
some extra weight on the front end to 
hold it down? You're right. I could use 
more power and accelerate more. 

That means I am going to get up over 
the front end of the motorcycle and 
push down on the handlebars while I am 
accelerating off the starting line. 

Take a position standing astride the 
motorcycle. Engine off, gears in neutral, 
just to see how it feels. Put your hands 
on the grips, lean forward, both feet on 
the ground in a comfortable Position. 
Now push the motorcycle forward 
without removing your feet from the 
ground. That will force you to do two 
things. You will have to support your 
body weight on the handlebar and you 
will wind up with both feet pointed 
backwards, on your toes, both feet near 
the rear axle and up fairly close to the 
rear tire. 

That is your normal starting position 
on the motorcycle and it is very close to 
the normal starting procedure. You are 
standing -on both feet. When it starts 
moving forward you do not move your 
feet. In fact you can push the 
motorcycle to help get it moving. The 
forward motion of the bike puts you up 
on your toes with your feet back by the 
rear tire. You are holding onto the 
handlebars and pushing down on them. 

As the motorcycle moves away, slide 
your toes along the ground. Hang onto 
the bars and don't let it run away from 
you so it is dragging you along with 
your arms fully extended. Use some 
muscle and keep your weight up front, 
pushing down on the bars, moving along 
with the bike. You will have to grip the 
bike hard with your legs and your knees 
to keep it from jumping out from under 
you when you are making a really good 
start. 

Remember when we talked about 
braking we made the point: A tire has 
more traction if you put more weight 
on it. The rear tire — even if it is 
spinning — will get more traction if you 
put your weight back on the motorcycle 
and put weight on the rear wheel. 

It turns out to bea balancing act and 
the behavior of the bike tells you where 
you need to move your weight. If your 
weight is "way up front on the bars and 
the bike is not trying to lift up the front 
end, you don't need to have so much 
weight there. Take some of the weight 
off the bars and put some on the seat. 
That loads the rear wheel so it can get a 
better bite. If the front end still is not 
light, put more weight on the seat. 





What's gonna happen when you get 
too much weight on the seat? It will 
Start to get enough traction so the bike 
wants to wheelie or lift the front end. 
Now you have to get some weight up 
front again. 

You could stop the wheelie by 
closing the throttle which 'is an 
instinctive act of self-preservation. Nine 
out of 10 riders will do just that. You 
don’t. You are learning to make starts 
by opening the throttle wide open and 
keeping it wide open. 

The thing that makes a bike want to 
wheelie is acceleration, not speed. As it 
gains speed in low gear the acceleration 
gradually reduces and you don't need so 
much weight on the front end. As you 
feel this happening while you are up 
over the bars, you can gradually bring 
your weight back and lower yourself 
onto the seat. When you get seated, pick 
up your feet and put them on the pegs. 
Then shift into second gear and keep on 
accelerating. With the shift into second, 
the bike will want to wheelie again, but 
not as much as when you were in low. 
You can just lean forward from the scat 
and keep it under control. 

Naturally your technique and timing 
will change with different surfaces 
because they have different amounts of 
traction. On loose sand there won't be 
much traction so you can start with less 
weight on the bars and get your body 
down on the seat more quickly to help 
the rear-end traction. On moist, firm

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dirt there may be a lot of traction and 
you will have to get really up on the 
bars to hold the front down. 

Sometimes there will be a loose layer 
on top and good traction down under. 
Your tire will dig down to the good 
traction and if you are not prepared for 
it you will get the wheelie. You learn 
about this from practicing starts and 
plan accordingly. You expect good 
traction immediately after starting and 
you keep enough weight forward to 
cope with it when it happens. When in 
doubt, hold the front end down. 

I mentioned earlier that your toes on 
the ground by the rear tire can help you 
keep the bike going in a straight line. 
It's bad enough to have. other riders 
fishtailing at the start but, if you do it 
too, that makes the chance of a collision 
about twice as much. You want to hold 
your motorcycle in a straight line and 
get out in front of the guys who are 
gyrating around. 3 

When a bike starts to fishtail it is the 
back end that moves first. If you let it 
get out of control you will eventually 
have to steer the front end to make a 
correction. If you don’t let it get out of 
control the front end will keep going 
right straight toward the first turn while 
you pull the rear end back where it 
belongs. 

Suppose you feel the rear wheel 
starting to drift to the left. It will be 
moving over against your left leg. Dig 
your right toe harder into the ground 
and use your left knee to pull the rear 
end of the motorcycle back under you. 
Try it, it works. Later we will use the 
same technique in some kinds of turns. 

Practice starts using this method. 
Review the procedure until you know 
what you are going to do. Look at the 
pictures and it will help you visualize 
the way. Try it on different surfaces 
when you have the opportunity. 

On some bikes with very close 
gearing, you have to shift into second 
almost immediately after the start. In 
that case it may slow you down if your 
shifting foot is back by the rear wheel 
so it may be better to keep that foot on 
the bike so you can shift with it. You 
still get your weight forward and do all 
the other things we have talked about 
but while you are moving away from 
the line you have one foot working the 
shift lever. When waiting for the start, 
you will have one foot on the shifter 
and one foot on the ground. Be sure to 
keep the bike vertical when starting this 
way. 

Now you have another thing to add 
to your practice sessions. You can do a 
few minutes of braking practice and a 
few minutes of starting practice each 
time you ride. 

If you do a wheelie when practicing 
Starts, you did not break the rear tire 
loose or else you did not get your 
weight forward enough. If you kill the 
engine it is probably because you did 
not break the tire loose. 

Go practice now 

One thing that worries me about you 
reading this book is that you may think 
just reading it is enough. You may be 
thinking, *Goody, now I know how to 
make starts and stop the motorcycle 
quickly." If you haven't actually gone 
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out there and done it, you don't know : 


how yet. I hope you understand the 
theory of it add what you should be 
doing with the motorcycle. But until 


you can do these things on your 
machine, you have not learned the 
procedures. 


You know you should go out and 
practice, but if you look ahead to the 
next subject you will see it is turns. You 
may want to read about making turns. 
If so, that's OK. Just don't forget to go 
out and practice sometime. Read the 
entire book if you want to. Then come 
back to this chapter and do the work to 
actually improve your riding ability.
